Although at 
certain points the Germans pierced 
the British lines and captured posi- 
tions, men and guns, they have paid 
dearly for thefr enterprise In casual- 
ties—the dead near La Vacquerie dur- 
ing the course of twelve hours having 
been greater in numbers than during 
any similar period of fighting since 
the war began.

French and British soldiers have 
reached the fighting zone north of the 
Venetial plains to aid the Italians in 
their defense 
against 
the 
invading 
Austro-German forces. 
Between the 
Bretna anti tho Piave the Italians are 
withstanding successfully massed ene­ 
my attacks. 
The invaders attempted 
to rush the defending lines on the 
left in tho center and on tho right of 
the short front between the rivers, 
but were crushed everywhere. 


W E D N E S D A Y . 
Germany has consented to negotiate 
Immediately for an armistice Mon all 
the fronts 
of

belligerent coun­ 
tries," according to a Petrograd des­ 
patch reporting the outcome of the 
visit by a Bolshevik! delegation to the 
German lines.

Dame »line the British and Germans 
continue their desperate struggle, the 
British trying to advance eastward 
toward Cambrai and the Germans at­ 
tempting to hold them up. 
The Italian war ofllce reports re­ 
pulse of enemy attacks ten miles from 
Avlona, In Albania. On tho north Ital­ 
ian front there was heavy artillery 
firing, with no infantry attacks of im­ 
portance. 


FRIDAY. 
American engineers have played a 
large part in the successful British 
blow toward Cambrai, These are the 
first American troops to take part in 
operations on the British front. They 
have been building railroads in the 
Somme district for nearly four months 
and for a long time have been work­ 
ing within range of the German artil­ 
lery. 
National 
guardsmen 
from 
every 
state in the Union and the vanguard 
of the American air fleet have arrived 
behind the front in France, Many of 
the former guardsmen already are un­ 
dergoing training within sound of the 
guns. 
The Germans have begun an attack 
on the British lines just south of the 
area embraced in tho recent British 
drive in the Cambrai sector. 


S A T U R D A Y . 
Details of the fighting in the Cam­ 
brai area, beginning to come through, 
emphasize the serious nature of tho 
German attempt to break up the bro^d 
salient created by General Byng's re­ 
cent victory, which so seriously men­ 
aces the Cambrai base of the enemy. 
A German

tently gave the British a trying time 
of it.

SU N D A Y . 
The attempt of tho Bavarian Crown 
Princo Rupprecht 
by an 
encircling 
movement to nullify the brilliant ad­ 
vance of the British General Byng 
toward Cambrai has resulted apparent, 
ly in complete failure. 
Although at 
certain points the Germans pierced 
the British lines and captured posi­ 
tions. men and guns, thoy havo paid 
dearly for their enterprise in casual­ 
ties—the dead near La Vacquorie dur­ 
ing the course of twelve hours having 
been greater in numbers than during 
any similar period of fighting since 
tho war began. 
Tho Austro-Gormans havo not yet 
launched their expected 
attack 
in 
force on tho northern front in tho 
Ttalian theatre, but all along this lino, 
and also along the Piavo river to the 
Adriatic sea violent artillery duels are 
in progress.

The battlo was along a considerable 
front, from La Vacquerie southward 
toward 
Vendliuolle. 
The

succeedod in entering La Vacquerie, 
but were immediately ejected. 
In the course of tho day the attack 
spread northward toward Masnieres.

British troops rooccupied a section 
of a trench on the high ground south­ 
west of Bourlon villago on the Cam­ 
brai front, which was flost on Friday 
The British previously had remained 
virtually all their old line west of 
Bourlon wood. 
The Germans attacked the British 
positions at La Vacquerie, southwest 
of Cambrai, and an hour later it was 
reported that thoy had been success­ 
fully beaten off.

The first German attack at La Vac­ 
quorie was accompanied by heavy ar 
tillery, machine gun and

There was little change in tho situ 
atlon at Masnieres, the Germans hav 
ing occupied the town after the volun 
tary withdrawal of the British Satur 
-day to dispense with the sharp salient 
which bulged out about the town. Brit­ 
ish artillery continued to make Mas 
nieres a most uncomfortable place to 
hold and the Germans were making 
all possible use of the catacombs un­ 
der the town for cover. 
Tho British straightening operation 
was carried out while the Germans 
were still in a state of some disorgan­ 
ization after having been forced from 
Les Rues Vertes, a southern suburb 
which they captured Saturday after­ 
noon and held for a brief timo. As a 
result, the British withdrawal was ac* 
complished in good order.

This pin- 
point of an island is perhaps the rich- 
est spot on earth, being composed al- 
most entirely of phosphate, of which 
it is said there is $950,000,000 worth 
actually in sight.

mast of which is visible a couple of 
hours before one sights the land from 
a steamer.

Electric Fan That Makes No 


Wind Among New Inventions 


An Interesting development of the 


electric fan is a series of blades 
formed on new lines. Instead of the 
propeller-shaped blade, the present de- 
vice is composed of sheets of metal 
rolled in a cylindrical shape, one Cyl- 
inder being within the other. 
The 


action of this fan when attached to 
a motor In the celling is to draw the 
air upward with a gentle draft, in- 
stead of blowing It violently down- 
ward from the upper part of the room. 
The Inventor claims that this results 
in far.more effective cooling, as the 
heated air Is nearest the celling, while 
the cool air is near the floor. Hence 
to draw the cool air upward gives the 
best results. The action of the fan 
is so gentle that it does not tend to 
raise the dust from the floor, yet It ef- 
fectively circulates the air and re- 
duces the temperature In short order. 


It has been tried out with success 


in restaurants and offices and Is adapt- 
ed to factories, halls and other places 
where perfect ventilation Is required. 
—Scientific American.

Diamond Always Has Been Con­ 
ceded First Place. 


All Through History the Stone Ha» 
Pfnyed 
an 
Important 
Part—Its 
Cutting a Matter of Scriou» 
Moment—Imperfections. 


Diamonds are always taken as the 
standard precious stone. 
There aro 
many details concerning diamonds, of 
surpassing interest, such as the dif­ 
ferent methods of securing the rough 
stones in ancient and modern times, 
the projudico against Brazilian dia­ 
monds 
as 
compared 
with 
Indian 
stones, tho objections to South Afri­ 
can diamonds, based on a theory that 
they were not so pood as the Bra­ 
zilian stones, methods of cutting dia­ 
monds, etc. 
The cut of tho diamond is of great 
Importance. If it be cut perfectly and 
regularly 
its value is greatly en­ 
hanced. 
Tho properly cut diamond 
has 58 facets, including the table and 
collet, 32 facets above tho girdle and 
24 facets below. 
Tho surface of the 
table should be 40 per cent of the 
whole. 
Among the Imperfections for which 
the diamond buyer should look are 
rough edges on the girdle, which will 
cast a shadow through the center of 
the stone, causing great loss of bril­ 
liancy. 
In set stones they are often 
covered up by a prong of the setting, 
but the diamond is affected neverthe­ 
less. 
A scratch may be found on top of 
the stone. 
This is often caused by 
stones rubbing against each other. If 
Jt is not too deep it may be removed 
by polishing. 
There may be a nick in the girdle, 
Nvhich is often covered by the setting. 
This defect is caused either by the 
brittleness of the stone or the girdle 
having been cut too fine. 
If the stone has thick edges they 
will cast shadows through the dia- 
mond, which will confuse the color. 
ff there is a feather in the stone it 
comes from faulty crystallization and 
cannot be removed. It may be only a 
small speck, or so large as to be vis­ 
ible to the naked eye. This flaw gives 
the diamond a hazy, lifeless appear­ 
ance. 
Some feathers take the shape 
of white sub transparent lines in the 
body of the stone. 
Fractures are usually found near 
the edge of the stone, and decrease 
the value greatly, as they deaden the 
brilliancy. 
They are caused either 
by a blow or carelessness in the set­ 
ting. 
Black spots of carbon are usually 
found in tho top or in the lower half 
of the stone. 
These spots often ap­ 
pear in pairs, and when visible to the 
naked eye impair the value of th6 
stone. 
Do not expect to get an absolutely 
perfect stone for any reasonable fig­ 
ure, for they are so rare as to com-

candescent electric bulb several times 
a day, to a total of eisht or nine 
hours, the Current Medical Literature 
says, Doctor Schottellus has obtained 
some interesting results. 
The immediate local effect, he says, 
was a3 striking as the general effect 
from day to day later. AJl of tho pa­ 


tients told of rolief from pain from it. 
Paper and a sheet are thrown over the 
whole, and tho temperature of tho in­ 
closed space grows high, but he as­ 
cribes the benefit to the light rather 
than to tho heat. The bulbs used were 
of 30, 50 and 100 candlepower. 


PLANTS INVIGORATED BY TEA 


Discovery, It Is Believed, Will Be of 
Considerable Value to the 
Horticulturist. 


A new discovery in horticulture 
claims to make potted plants bloom 
as they never did before if they are 
given an invigorating cup of tea once 
a day. 
Lewis Shaw, Jr., tho inventor, says: 


“Twice a day, morning and evening, 
I give my geranium a drink of cold 
tea, from one-fourth to one-hatf a cup 
per plant. . While at first this was 
only an experiment, I was surprised to 
find how rapidly the plants bloomed 
and how many of the buds took bloom 
at once. 
In the photograph it will 
be seen that five blooms are flour­ 
ishing, while there are yet three more 
buds, not clearly shown in tho pio 
ture, 011 the way.”

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Washington.—Information concern' 


Ing the weekly ration now being al- 
lowed the German people and the civil- 
ian population of the occupied por- 
tions of northern France and Belgium 
have been received by the United 
States food administration. 
In food 


value the ration Is Insufficient prop- 
erly to maintain bodily health and 
vigor. 


The German ration Is as follows, the 


amount being those allowed per per- 
son per week: 


Flour, 3.45 pounds; potatoes, 7.05 


pounds; 
cereals 
(oats, beans and 


peas), 7 ounces; meat, 8.8 ounces; 
sugar, 3 ounces; butter and margarine, 
2.8 ounces; and other fats, 2.8 ounces. 


Stated in terms of American house- 
eeping, these Items amount to suffi- 
cient flour to bake 4% pounds of 
bread; one-half peck of potatoes; a 
cupful of beans, peas and oatmeal; 
one-half pound of meat; 12 dominoes 
of sugar; 6 Individual patties of but- 
er; and an equal amount of other 
fats. 


In Northern France. 


For the population of that portion 


of northern France occupied by the 
Germans, the allowance is as follows: 


Sufficient flonr for five pounds of 


bread; one-fifth peck of potatoes; one 
cupful cereal, 12 1-3 ounces of bacon 
and lard; and 10 dominoes of sugar. 


Here meat, butter and margarine 


are all replaced by bacon and lard. 
The allowance of flour and cereals 
are slightly increased, but the allow- 
ance of potatoes is less than half the 
German ration, while sugar is also re- 
duced even below the meager German 
allowance. 


The ration for the civilian popula- 


tion of the occupied portion of Bel- 
gium is similar to that of northern 
France, except bncon and lard are re- 
placed by meat and butter. 


The German ration, compared with 


the ration used as standard for pur- 
poses of comparison by the food ad 
ministration shcras that in body build 
Ing protein the Germans have .41 o; 
a pound, and thc~Ptandard ration l.OS 
pounds. 
In fats, the German ratloi 


contains .43 of a pound, as comparec 
with standard 7 pounds. In carbohy- 
drates, the German ration contains 4.17 
pounds, as compared to 9.0 pounds for 
the standard ration. 
In total calor- 


ies, the German ration aggregates 10,- 
542 as compared to 24,000 in the stand- 
ard ration. 
i 


The standard ration Is regarded a 


sufficient only for a person in a sed- 
entary occupation, or one Involving 
relatively slight phjsical labor; and 
yet It provides two nnd one-half time? 
as much body-building protein, nnd 
nearly twice as much fat, and nearly 
tjvo and one-half times as much carbo- 
hydrates as the German ration. 


Ration Not Sufficient. 


In the ration for northern France, 


the substitution of baron and Inrd 
makes the weekly allowance of pro 
tein equal only three-fourths of the 
German ration, and only one-third of 
the standard ration. 


In the whole, it may be said that for 


a person In an occupation requiring 
only a moderate degree of activity, 
these rations provide considerably less 
than the amounts requisite to main- 
tain bodily health and .vigor. 


The greatest efficiency Is in energy- 


producing foodstuff';, although the lack 
of body-building proteins is physiolog- 
ically more important, and liable to 
have more serious and more perma- 
nent results.

United States Now Producing Kitchen 


Utensils Formerly Imported From 


Germany and Austria. 


New ,York.—The United Slates for 


the first time In its history is now pro- 
ducing all of the., enameled utensils 
used in American households and in 
addition is able to supply large quan- 
tities to Europe and South nnd Cen- 
tral American countries. 
According 


to figures recently compiled house- 
wives of the United States are at 
present buying enamel utensils at 
about the rate of $30,000,000 yearly. In 
former years a considerable portion of 
these goods was supplied by manufac- 
turers of Sweden, Germany and Aus- 
tria. Since the beginning of the war 
there has been a steady decline in 
these importations, and at the present 
time they are practically nil. Japan for 
a time sent In shipments of the ware, 
but as the quality of the Japanese 
goods was unsatisfactory, the supply 
from that source has largely ended.

It is estimated that 100 pounds ot 


freight per man per day must be un- 
loaded at the port of debarkation. 
Therefore, when at the end of tw<» 
years, we have, say, one million men 
In France, we must unload daily 100,- 
000,000 pounds of freight, or 50,000 
tons. 


Three thousand tons can be un- 


loaded daily from a good-sized ship; 
hence 17 ships at the wharves, each of 
them unloading 3.000 tons, will fill the 
requirements. 
In the United States 


IT ships must be loading 50,000 tons a 
tiny. This make* a total of 34 ships 
fit the docks.

As a matter of 
fact, net tonnage is not a fixed term, 
la referring to submarine sinkings, 
gross tons are always used, together 
with the Fnc'ish reckoning of 2.240 
pounds to the ton. In a general way 
cararo cnnviiie s-,>. ee is figured in cubic' 
feet and then tih.ded by 100 to get 
gross tonnase. Displacement Is quite 
another matter. That kind of tonnage 
means the v eight of the ship itself, as 


ndersold it 
although the word 


suggests the v. ei ,ht of the water dis- 
placed by the ship. Those who follow 
the submarine news should bear in 
mind that tonnage given is gross and 
that weight of cariro is not included.

(hem have been commandeered by the 
government and are now under his 
control. lie will he In command of the 
international shipping pool, directing 
the voyages and cargoes of all Ameri­ 
can ships, most British ships, and 
many of the ships of neutral nations. 
The property which he Is to adminis­ 
ter Is worth many billions of dollars— 
more than the total capital of a score 
of the biggest corporations In the Unit­ 
ed States. 
The government pays him 
a salary of $7,500 a year. 
He would 
bo just as well pleased to have no 
salary at all.

U S E NEEDS. 
OF fim ABROAD 


Over 200 Ships Will Be Required 
Constantly to Supply the 
American Force. 


GREAT AREA FOR SEA BASE 


Ecttmated That 100 Pounds of Freight 
Per Man Per Day Must Be Un­ 
loaded at the Port of De­ 
barkation.

New York Time». 
London. — The American array In 
France will need some transporting* 
Ilerc are figures that are at least ap^ 
proximately correct. 
It Is estimated that 100 pounds oi 
freight per man per day must be un* 
loaded at the port of debarkation* 
Therefore, when at the end of two 
years, we have, say, one million men. 
In Franco, we must unload dally 100^ 
000,000 pounds of freight, or 50,000 
tons. 
Three thousand tons can be un­ 
loaded daily from a good-sized ship; 
hence IT ships at tho wharves, each of 
them unloading 3.000 tons, will fill tha 
requirements. 
In the United States 
17 ships must bo loading 50.000 tons a 
day. 
This makes a total of 34 ships 
at tho docks. Taking as a basis a Or 
000 ton (dead weight) ship, we see 
that 17 ships must leave New York ev­ 
ery two days and 17 ships leave some 
French port every two days in tran* 
sit with army freight. 
Assuming ten, 
days as the time of passage, there 
would be 170 ships (0.000 tons) en 
route to and fron the United States* 
which, added to tho 34 at the docks^ 
will make a total of 204 ships, assume 
ing no loss or d*'lny. 
Enormous Supplies Needed. 
To indicate tho quantities of cer­ 
tain articles required, fuel for cooking 
for six months, on a basis of half n 
cord per day per hundred men. would 
amount to 18.500 cords. 
Owing to 
scarcity of fuel part of this may have 
to be brought to France. 
With 1,000.000 m*M, there will be ai>- 
proximately 200.000 animals. 
At 14 
pounds of hay a day, there would bo 
required for six months over 450,000,- 
000 pounds of hay, which must be im­ 
ported, and also 300,000.000 pounds of 
oats. 
Rations will require S15.000.000 
pounds. Ammunition will run into bil­ 
lions of pounds. 
This freight calculation does not 
consider what would be required In 
building or rebuilding railroads or can­ 
tonments. Tho space required for store 
housing at the base wouhl be about as 
follows: Rations, etc., 250 acres; fuel, 
150 acres; forage, 450 acres; remount 
depots, 250 acres ; cantonments for cas­ 
uals, etc.. 800 acres; sick and wounded, 
1,000 acres; engineer, ordnance, and 
signal corps. 1.5O0 a^res. Allowing for 
roads, office buildings, barracks, etc., 
the total would be about 5,000 acres. 
Confusion in Figures. 
Always yioro is considerable confu­ 
sion about shipping figures. 
There is 
no one on this side of the Atlantic, so 
far as I am able to find out, who can 
tell precisely the difference between a 
gross and a net ton. 
As a matter of 
fact, net tonnage is not a fixed terra* 
In referring to submarine sinkings, 
gross tons are always used, together 
with the FnglMi reckoning of 2.240 
pounds to the ton. In a general way 
cargo carrying space is figured in cubic’ 
feet and then divided by 100 to get 
gross tonnage. 
Displacement is quite 
another matter. That kind of tonnage 
means the weight of the ship itself, as 
1 understand it. although the word 
suggests the weight of the water dis­ 
placed by tho ship. Those who follow 
the submarine news should bear In 
mind that tonnage given is gross and 
that weight of cargo is not included.

A bail or two of well-seasoned ham- 


burger steak is sufficient to season a 


dish of macaroni 
or rice, making a 
most substantial 
dish. 
Break up a 


cupful 
of 
maca- 


roni in Inch pieces 
and 
cover 
with 


boiling water well 
salted, to cook un- 
til tender. Put a 


layer of the cooked macaroni in a cas- 
serole or granite baking dish, add 
bits of the cooked hamburger, a little 
onion juice and celery salt, a little 
broth or butter and water, repeat until 
the macaroni is used. Place in the 
oven and bake fora half hour. Green 
peppers and tomatoes may be used foi 
seaspnlng,^ Jf §o desired.

Chestnut Cakes.—Shell and blanch 


some good chestnuts, then cook in boil- 
ing salted water until tender. 
Rub 


them through a sieve and |o every 
half cupful add the yolk of an egg, 
salt, white pepper, celery salt, and 
onion juice and Worcestershire sauce, 
to season highly. 
Make into neat 


cakes, brush with beaten ejjg, roll in 
fine cnimbs, and fry in s&oking hot 
fat. 
Serve as moat. 


Mock 
Mashed Potatoes.—Cook n 


pound of chestnuts for a quarter ol 
an hour, peel and skin them, and cook 
in a.quart of milk until very soft Add 
two tablespoonfuls of butter, one tea- 
spoonful of sugar, and a teaspoonful 
of salt. 
Rub through a sieve and 


serve the same as mashed potatoes. 
This makes a nice vegetable to serve 
•with chicken, and it lias the additional 
advantage that it can be eaten by 
those to whom potatoes are denied. 


Deviled Chestnuts.—Blanch the nuts, 


then put them with a little olive oil 
Into a hot frying pan, and salt and 
cayenne pepper and serve either hot 
or cold. 


Chestnuts cooked until tender, then 


niashod and seasoned with a well-sea- 
soned stock in which the nuts wer« 
cooked, makes a most acceptable vege- 
table dish.

Aged Physician Dies 


At HU Work. 


Dr. Edmund W. Meisenhelder, probably 


the oldest practicing phyejcian in York 
county, died suddenly Saturday forenoon 
in the room of a pitient in York. • His end 
came in the presence of his son, Dr E. W. 
Meieenhelder, Jr., and Dr. Sterner. Death 
resulted from heart failure, thought to 
have been brought on by over work. Aris- 
ing at usual time Saturday morning and 
in the best of health, the venerable phyei- 
eician was called out to assist Dr. Sterner 
in a case. After he had spent some time 
at the residence of the patient, his son was 
called from the West Side Sanatroium to 
assist him, and Dr. Sterner. Later he 
seated himself on a chair, while Dr. Meis- 
enhelder, Jr., took charge. The younjrer 
man saw bis father collapse and fall sud- 
denly from the chair. When the aged phy- 
sician was picked up death had already 
occurred. Dr. Meisenhelder, who was in 
the 75th year of his age, was born at Do- 
ver, York county. He was connected with 
the surgical staff of tbe York hospital for 
some years, and was a veteran of the Civil 
war. Dr. Meisenhelder at one time resid- 
ed at East Berlin where practiced his pro- 
fession. Surviving are his wife, three sons, 
the Rev. Robert Meisenhelder, of Harris- 
burg; Dr. E. W. Meisenhleder. Jr., and 
Samuel Meisenhelder, U. S. commssioner, 
York, and a daughter, Miss Mary, at home; 
also Dr. R. M. Meisenbelder, a physician 
of Hanover, a brother.

States, ore shown, by this tabulation, 
to control 19,526,000 square miles of 
the earth's surface, or 94.1 per cent of 
the total area held by the nations at 
War, as compared with 1,222,000 square 
miles, or only 5.9 per cent held by 
the Teutonic combination. The ag- 
gregate population of the allies, exclu- 
alve of the large Asiatic population 
tributary to the British empire, reaches 
the huge total of 473,250,000, or 76.3 
per cent of the total of warring -peo- 
ples, while that of the central powers 
Is but 147,000,000. or 23.7 per cent. 


Without counting Asiatics and Afri-

nations, while Germany and her allies 
have spent $109,500,000,000, or 35.9 per 
cent. 


In killed, wounded and missing the 


conflict has cost the allies 8.992,956 
men, or 58.7 per cent of the total hu- 
man losses, while It has cost the cen- 
tral powers 6,301,773, or 41.3 per cent 
of the total of 15.294.729 for last Sep- 
te'mber. 


In the Introduction to the balance 


sheet it is ponated out that, while the 
exact figures are not available, it Is 
a well-known fact that the surplus 
food producing sections of the world 
are practically controlled by the en- 
tente allies, either directly or through 
their control of the seas. The same is 
true, to a great extent, of territories 
producing metals and coal. 


"Japan has not yet been nn active 


factor in the European theater of the 
war," comments the pamphlet. "It 
has, however, effectually guarded the 
Pacific ocean.

Russian Situation Grave. 


"The extreme gravity of the present 


situation in Russia Is, therefore, ap- 
parent, especially when it Is borne in 
mind that, if Germany can gain con- 
trol of Russia or force a separate 
peace with Russia, even if Russia re- 
mained thereafter simply neutral, it 
would be possible for Germany to draw 
therefrom an enormous quantity of 
foodstuffs and the raw material for 
munitions of war. On the other hand, 
if Russia can be kept in line with the 
entente allies, It would seem that the 
Teutonic allies must be compelled to 
capitulate, at a reasonably early date, 
from sheer exhaustion.

"The fact should not be lost sight of

has thrown its weight Into the scale, 
prepared to' ?wt behind the entente!

The task is called a "tremendous 


one," but, according to the views of 
the Bunkers Trust company, there can 
be no doubt as to the ultimate vic- 
tory of the United States and her 
allies.

FOR THE POULTRY 


GROWER 


Heavy Feeding in-Winter. 


/ reason* huve been yiveu for 


the scarcity of fresh eggs during the 
lute fall atul winter mouths. The res- 
ular poultryiuun gets u goodly number 
of eggs during ull seasons of the year, 
and the writer Is firm in the belief that 
(ew eggs are produced on the farms of 
the country during the cold mouths 
because the hens are underfed, wiyg a 
contributor ,to a farm journal. The 
poultry ral$er is prone to forget that 
hi* hens require more feed and better 
attention during the cold months than 
they do during,, warm weather. Even 
the hens that are penned the year 
around, require much more food In 
winter, because a large part of the 
food eaten must go to maintain bodily 
heat. 


For winter feeding, the only safe 


rule to follow is to teed the hens all 
they will eat. Many skimp their hens 
on feed during the cold months, be- 
lieving that if they feed heavily, the 
hens will become too fat to lay. A 
hen gets too fat to lay not because 
Bhe is fed too much, but because she 
is fed too heavily on fat-producing 
foods. Like cattle and hogs, hens re- 
quire a certain amount of bulky foods, 
and unless these foods are fed, K till 
not be possible to get many egg& dur- 
ing the cold months. 


One-half the food supplied the hens 


should be ground, in the form of ei- 
ther a wet or dry mash. The mash 
should be bulky—that is, it should oc- 
cupy a relatively large bulk in propor- 
tion to Its food constituents. One-half 
the mash should be composed of bulky 
foods, as bran and cut clover or cut al- 
falfa. 
The other half of the mash 


should be of such concentrated foods 
as middlings, corn bread and beef 
scraps. The bran and cut clover will 
in bulk, be fully three times greater 
than the other ingredients in the mash. 


The feeding of green food, or the 


green food that fowls obtain on range 
will make the ration still more bulky, 
and hens can safely be fed all \hey 
will eat, when fed equal parts of a 
bulky mash and grains. 


In cold weather feeding, animal-food 


must be included in the ration if a 
good egg yield is expected. This may 
not be in the form of beef t,crap or 
green cut bone. If a plentiful supply 
of skim or buttermilk is at hand, the 
beef scrap or bone may be dispensed 
with. The mash should be wet with 
the milk. In addition to this, milk 
should be placed in vessels, s>o the 
hens can help themselves at will. One 
need not fear that the hens will over- 
eat of the milk. Milk will not take the 
place of water, and where milk is kept 
before the hens in vessels all the time, 
water should also be supplied. 


Winter time is lazy time In the poul- 


try yard. The hen, whose living comes 
too easily, will likely hump herself up 
in the house and sleep the best part of 
the day away. This tendency should 
be combated. The hens should be 
made to exercise by feeding a large 
part of their grain ration in deep lit- 
ter. Exercise and plenty of food are 
the best tonics for winter egg produc- 
tion.

Many Thousands of Horses 


and Mules Are Used in War. 


Despite the fact that the great wai 


is being waged largely by means ol 
mechanical devices, horses and mules 
have played an important part In it, 
Up to the present time, says Popular 
Science Monthly, 920,000 horses and 
330,000 mules have been sent to the 
theater of war from the United States. 
The value of the horses which have 
been exported is 194,000,000, and of 
mules $66,000,000. 


The number of mules being sent to- 


the war is increasing from year to 
year. The sagacity of the mule makes 
him very valuable in war work. Most 
of the horses and mules shipped from 
this country go directly to France. 
Others are sent to Great Britain and 
Canada and a few to some of the other 
European countries.

York. — The 
comparative 
strength of the allies and the central 
powers is graphically shown by “Tho 
fJalance Sheet of the Nations at War,” 
ivhich has just been compiled by the 
ja n k e rs Trust company. 
“The world has a great task still 
before It In order to nullify the plans 
t>f the Hohenzollerns,” says the intro­ 
duction. 
“The task must not be belit­ 
tled, but it is a t least interesting to 
*ee resources existing successfully to 
uccomplish this task, provided that 
the nations of the world now opposed 
lo Germany continue to co-operate in­ 
telligently and loyally until Germany 
tind her allies have been absolutely de­ 
feated and their plans of world domin­ 
ion rendered permanently Ineffective.” 
Figures showing, for both sides, the 
combined area, income and interest 
charge, and cost of the war in treasure 
Sind men, are presented with the expla­ 
nation that they have been gatherea 
With great care from the “best avail­ 
able sources” and are believed to “re­ 
flect with substantial correctness the 
relative economic strength of the op­ 
posing groups of nations,” although It 
Is impossible to vouch for their abso­ 
lute accuracy.

The allies, 
Including the 
United 
(States, are shown, by this tabulation, 
to control 19,526,000 square miles of 
the earth’s surface, or 94.1 per cent of 
the total area held by the nations at 
War, as compared with 1,222,000 square 
tniles, or only 5.9 per cent held by 
the Teutonic combination. 
The ag- 
fcre gate population of the allies, exclu­ 
sive of the large Asiatic population 
tributary to the British empire, reaches 
the huge total of 473,250,000, or 70.3 
per cent of the total of warring »peo­ 
ples, while that of the central powers 
Is but 147,000,000, or 23.7 per cent. 
Without counting Asiatics and Afri­ 
cans, the allies have available for mili­ 
tary service 91,700,000 men, or 78.5 per 
cent of the total possible fighting men, 
while the Teutonic powers can com­ 
mand but 25,050,000, or 21.5 per cent. 
The number of men actually enrolled 
In the armies and navies of the allies 
Is 21,400,000, or GO per cent of the to­ 
tal, 
while 
the 
enrolled 
military 
strength of the Teutonic allies is 11,- 
000,000, or 34 per cent, as shown by 
the following table: 


The aggregate national Income of 
the allies is placed at .$82,100,000,000 
and the interest charges each year at 
§3,SOI,000,000, which is 4.0 per cent of 
the income, while the combined in­ 
come of the Teutonic alliance is esti* 
mated to be $16,000,000.000, and inter­ 
est charges $1,070,000,000, which is 
11.8 per cent of the income. 
Regarding the cost of the war a ta­ 
ble is presented showing that the al­ 
lies have spent $72,200,000,000, or 64.1 
per cent of the total cost of all warring 
nations, while Germany and her allies 
have spent 5109,500,000,000, or 35.9 per 
cent. 
In killed,, wounded and missing the 
conflict has cost the allies S.992.95G 
men, or 5S.7 per cent of the total hu­ 
man losses, while it has cost the cen­ 
tral powers 6,301,773, or 41.3 per cent 
of the total of 15,294.729 for last Sep­ 
tember. 
In the introduction to the balance 
sheet it is pointed out that, while the [ 
exact figures are not available, it is 
a well-known fact that the surplus 
food producing sections of the world 
arc practically controlled by the en­ 
tente allies, either directly or through 
their control of the seas. The same is 
true, to a great extent, of territories 
producing metals and coal. 
“Japan has not yet been an active 
factor in the European theater of the 
war,” comments the pamphlet. 
“It 
has, however, effectually guarded the 
Pacific ocean. 
It has enrolled in its 
army about 1,500,(XX) men, out of an 
effective man power of 10,500,000. The 
entire army and navy, as well as the 
unenrolled man power, may be said to 
be still in reserve. 
“While Russia hits nominally about 
5,000,000 men enrolled In its army and 
navy, It still has an enormous reserve, 
as the total number of men available 
for 
military 
purposes 
aggregates 
around 30,000,000. 


Russian Situation Grave. 


“The extreme gravity of the present 
situation in Russia is, therefore, ap­ 
parent, especially when it Is borne In 
mind that, if Germany can gain con­ 
trol of Russia or force a separate 
peace with Russia, even If Russia re­ 
mained thereafter simply neutral, it 
would be possible for Germany to draw 
therefrom an enormous quantity of 
foodstuffs and the raw material for 
munitions of war. On the other hand, 
if Russia can be kept in line with the 
entente allies, it would seem that the 
Teutonic allies must be compelled to 
capitulate, at a reasonably early date, 
from sheer exhaustion. 
“While 
considering 
the 
danger 
points we must not overlook the fact 
of the virulence of the Teutonic sub­ 
marine campaign. 
It is 
issible, 
however, to present figures in this con­ 
nection which have statistical value. 
“The fact should not be lost sight of 
that Germany now controls Belgium, 
northern France, Serbia, Itoumania, 
Montenegro, and a large portion of 
Poland, having a combined population 
of about 32,300,000. 
It is true that 


the Teutonic allies, the United State«*' 
with its great wealth and resources, 
entered the conflict, with a possible 
22,000,000 men to draw upon, with it» 
national wealth of $225,01 X),000,0(K), na- 
tional income of $40,000,000,000, na* 
tionnl savings estimated in the neigh­ 
borhood of $5,000,000,000 a year, and 
has thrown its wright Into the scale, 
prepared to ';;u t behind the entcnta 
group effective co-operation to secure 
the success of the principles of democ­ 
racy.” 
The task is called a ^tremendous 
one,” but, according lo the views of 
the Bankers Trust company, there can 
be no doubt as to the ultimate vic­ 
tory of the United States and her 
allies.

Heavy Feeding in Winter. 
Many reasons have been given for 
the scarcity of fresh eggs during the 
late fall and winter months. The reg­ 
ular poultryman gets a goodly number 
of eggs during all seasons of the year, 
and the writer is firm in the belief that 
few eggs are produced on the farms of 
the country during the cold months 
because the hens are underfed, says a 
contributor to a farm journal. 
The 
poultry raiser Is prone to forget that 
his hens require more feed and better 
attention during the cold months than 
they do during,.warm weather. 
Even 
the hens that are penned the year 
around, require much more food in 
winter, because a large part of the 
food eaten must go to maintain bodily 
heat. 
For winter feeding, the only safe 
rule to follow is to feed the hens all 
they will eat. Many skimp their hens 
on feed during the cold months, be­ 
lieving that if they feed heavily, the 
hens will become too fat to lay. 
A 
hen gets too fat to lay not because 
she is fed too much, but because she 
is fed too heavily on fat-producing 
foods. 
Like cattle and hogs, hens re­ 
quire a certain amount of bulky foods, 
and unless these foods are fed, k .vill 
not be possible to get many eggs dur­ 
ing the cold months. 
One-half the food supplied the hens 
should be ground, in the form of ei­ 
ther a wet or dry mash. 
The mash 
should be bulky—th at is, it should oc­ 
cupy a relatively large bulk in propor­ 
tion to its food constituents. One-half 
the mash should be composed of bulky 
foods, as brau and cut clover or cut al­ 
falfa. 
The other half of the mash 
should be of such concentrated foods 
as middlings, corn bread 
and 
beef 
scraps. 
The bran and cut clover will 
In bulk, be fully three times greater 
than the other ingredients in the mash. 
The feeding of green food, or the 
green food that fowls obtain on range 
svill make the ration still more bulky, 
and hens can safely be fed all they 
will eat, when fed equal parts of a 
bulky masli aud grains. 
In cold weather feeding, animalhood 
must be included in the ration if a 
good egg yield is expected. This may 
not be in the form of beef scrap or 
green cut bone. If a plentiful supply 
of skim or buttermilk is at hand, the 
beef scrap or bone may be dispensed 
with, .The mash should be wet with 
the milk. 
In addition to this, milk 
should be placed in vessels, so the 
hens can help themselves at will. One 
need not fear that the hens will over­ 
eat of the milk. Milk will not take the 
place of water, and where milk is kept 
before the hens in vessels all the time, 
water should also be supplied. 
Winter time is lazy time in the poul­ 
try yard. The hen, whose living comes 
too easily, will likely hump herself up 
in the house and sleep the best part of 
the day away. 
This tendency should 
be combated. 
The hens should be 
made to exercise by feeding a large 
part of their grain ration in deep lit­ 
ter. 
Exercise and plenty of food are 
the best tonics for winter egg produc­ 
tion.

The public mind has in some measure 
cept track of the nrmy, the navy, the 
iviation corps, tho marines, and other 
mrts of Uncle Sam’s great fighting 
nachine as they expanded.

sider the case of the Red Cross—least 
mown of all three years ago: 
When tho war began thore were 20,- 
)00 members of the Rod Cross seat- 
erod about tho country, chiefly in the 
arger cities. Not one citizen in twen- 
y could have told how it worked or 
vhat it did, except that in great dis- 
tsters it cared for the victims. 
Even one year ago, when the war 
lad been going on for more than two 
rears, and it seemed inevitable that 
.ve should be dragged in, there were 
inly 103,587 Red Cross members and 
250 chapters. 
Today there are more than 4,000.000 
Red Cross members, and 2,730 chap- 
ers, with new chapters being formed 
ind new members enrolled all the 
ini p . Four hundred thousand of these 
1,000.000 members are paid subscribers 
>f the Red Cross Magazine. 
Of course this tremendous expan­ 
sion, coming in a single year, has ut- 
•erly overwhelmed the scheme of ad- 
ninistration which was adequate for 
170,000 members. 
An entirely new 
system was imperative, and it is now 
Deing installed. 
Briefly, this is how 
t works: 
The active head of the Red Cross is 
Senoral Manager Harvey D. Gibson, 
ivho has volunteered his time for the 
Juration of the war. 
The work Is 
ipporlloned among bureaus—those of 
Jevelopment, publicity, women, nurs- 
ng, civilian relief, military relief, sup­ 
plies and accounting. 
The territory of the United States 
las been divided into thirteen sections,

It is the one feature 
of the army’s field censorship regula« 
tlons to which he gives a kind word 
Not that the censorship Inhibitions ar* 
unreasonable or Irksome especially to 
him, but because it is the soldier’s 
proverbial and Inalienable right tc 
“beef” against the censor, writes f 
correspondent with the American ex* 
peditionary force In France. 
The provision regulating the blut 
envelopes reads as follows: 
“In order that men may forward 
personal or family letters without the 
necessity of having them read by of- 
tlcers known to them personally, such 
letters may be Inclosed In the author* 
Ized blue envelope and sent directly 
to the base censor through United 
States army postal service.” 
Only authorized envelopes supplied 
to organizations at the rate of one 
per man per week may be used. More 
than one letter, however, may be for­ 
warded in the envelope,. but all the 
letters must bo from the same soldier 
who signs a certificate.on tho outside 
Df the envelope to tho effect that the 
letters Inclosed relate to personal ox 
family matters only and do not refei 
to military subjects.
